The president's 2001 budgcr- 
would authorize $1.3 billion in 
new agricultural conservation 
spending, including $600 million 
in payments to fanners who volun-_ 
tariiy act to prevent erosion on 
their land. It also would expand 
the popular Conservation Reserve 
Program, which pays producers to 


take environmentally sensitive 
acreage out of production. 

"We have b^ paying farmers 
for decades to grow commodities 
and; in some cases, not -to grow 
commodities. Now we idusc start 
thinking of the land its^ as our 
most valuable commodity," said 
Agriculture Secretary Dan 
GUckman. 

Farm-state lawmakers may not 
' be os receptive to the plan. The 
-proposals would provide little- 
immediate relief to farmers, and 
they would have to spend some of 
tlicir own money on conservation 
to qualify.for the aid. Grain prices 


collapsed in 1998 and Congress 
has provided farmers with $15 bil- 
lion in consecutive bailouts over 
the past two yeo^ 

The Agriculture Department 
predicts that net farm income will 
drop $7.6 billion this year to $40.4 
bilhon unless Congress steps in , 
this fall with another large infu- 
sion of federal aid. l.awmakers 
have done that the last two years, 
and the administration hopes to 
steer at least some of-the-money 
this year into conservation pro- 
grams. 

The 2001 budget also is expect- 
ed to include wme form of pay- 


ments to be tied to deaeases in 
crop prices or farm income but the .

Opponents of prayer also cqi> 
tend that if it is allowed to take- 
place openly, such as at a football 
game, someone who doesn’t 
share the same faith will have to 
dedde between not going to the 
game or feeling uncomfortable. 

But’thc govemnicht’s primaiy 
responsibility should be to pro-i 
tect the freedoms of oU the stu- 
dents rather than force a nadpp- 
al practice of atheism so that . , 
some miglit be spared having to 
hear something they don’t agree 
with.

The British Embassy in Paris 
said O’Brian died Tuesday, but 
newspapers and the news 
agency Press Association said he 
died Sunday. O'Brian Pad lived 
in France since 1949. 

O’Brian’s major work was a 20- 
volume series set in the Royal 
Navy during the Napoleonic 
wars.

BURLEY > Anyone who has 
ever wanted to start a busincs.s 
- can Iiave the chance - with-help- 
from somc'people who know 
about some of the pitfalls and 
;how to avoid them. 

A small business incubator to 
help individuals or groups is 
available through the Ck)llegc of 
Southern Idaho Small Business 
Development Center. 

“We are looking for an individ- 
ual who has a business idea,” 
said Todd Christensen, the Mini- 
Cassia Economic Development 
Commission’s economic develop-' 
ment socialist. 

The incubator at CSI’s Mlni- 
Cossia Center has a place avail- 
able for someone interested in 
utilizing a kitchen facility or 
office space, Christensen said 
after attending an organizational 
meeting of the Small Business 
Incubator Advisory Group. - 

Several clients have already 
expressed interest in'thc space, 
Christensen said. 

“Opportunities arc endless,” 
Christensen said. “It could range 
from software development to 


web page designer, or the 
kitchen cart be used for prepared 
foods, a bakery or whatever 
someone can come up with.” 

The advantage of utilizing 
— incubator-spaco-is-ihat it would- 
minimizc the risk, he said. 

- Educational resources are avail- 
able to those who use the incuba- 
tor. That process requires a busi- 
ness plan including marketing 
and financial planning. 

Pitfalls of new businesses -

- The survey depends on the 
; ' eagle eyes of people like the U.S. 

' Forest Service’s Sandy Jacobson 
and the Idaho Department of 
' ' Fish and Game’s Greg Johnson, 
who cruised the Kootenai River- 
in a motor boat Thursday. 

Spotting eagles against a back- 
drop of snow-splotched riverside 
conifers was no easy task. 

- - - Jacobson spied a mature eagle 
in a tree branch near some rail- 
road tracks, its wings held out 

■ from its sides like a weightlifter 
' ' preparing to hoist barbells. 

— . .—’He’s drying out,’lshe.notcd. 

The river-route-was chosen — 

because its animal carcasses and 
“ fish draw hungry eagles. 

On Thursday, Jacobson and 
Johnson counted 1! eagles and 
' several nests along the 16-mile 
route. Previous years’ counts - 
along the route usually turned up 
' ' just a couple of nests. 

“Now, every other year, we 
find a new one,’’ Johnson said. 

The other 14 routes surveyed 
in northern Idaho also are along 
waterways.

‘ next summer to remove it from 
federal protection under the 
Endangered Species Act. 

Even when removed from the 
endangered species list, the bald 
eagle will be protected under 
'other U.S. laws. 

The species, named America’s 

- national bird by the Continental 
~ Congress in 1782, once thrived, 

with as many as a half-million 
eagles in North America. But by 
1963, only 417 breeding pairs 
remained in the lower 48 states . 
as a result of hunting, loss of 
prey and habitat, and the wide- 
spread use of the pesticide 
DDT. 

With the banning of DDT in 
1972 and the passage of the 
Endangered Spedcs Act a year 
ZIl£ler2.the3Kddrc50Cbega^^ 
ering. Today,. there are some 
5,800 breeding pairs. 

For Jacobson, who began her 
career studying bald eagles at 
Shasta Lake in California, the 
spedes’ return is ^tifying.

Sh(X)ting spree leaves six wild anirifials dead in Nevada 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - Four wUd 
horses and two wild burros have 
been shot to death in the past 
month'in a scenic area northwest 
of here and some suffered agoniz- 
ing deaths, a federal investigator 
smd. ' 

“It was pretty graphic, and 
cruel,’’ Melody Stehwien, a law 
officer with the U.S;. Forest 
Service, said Thursday'. “It 
appears they did not die instant- 
ly. The could have suffered^ 
. There was some ground distur- 
bance, indications. they-pawed 
the ground in pain and tried to 
flee the area.” 


The carcasses were found in 
three different locations in a half- 
mile radius near scenic Mount 
Charleston,* 40 miles northwest of 
.Las Vegas. 

The Forest Service issued an 
appeal for help from the public 
in rdentifying the shooters. Wil'd 
horses and burros are protected 
under both federal and Nevada- 
law. 1 ■ 

“Anyone responsible for mali- 
ciously causing the death or 
harassment of any wild free- 
.-roaming horse or burro is guilty 
of a felony and subject to signifi- 
. cant fines and/or imprisonment,” 


said y.S. Forest Service Special 
Agenr Charlie Vaughn. 

Stehwien said those found 
guilty In the shootings face a fine 
of up to $2,000 per animal and 
possible jail time. 

“At .riiis point we don’t have 
ai\y. idea as to who did this,” 
Stehwien said. “We don’t know if 
thcre-was more than one shoot- 
er.” A couple of calls have been 
received, Stehwien Said, but she 
declined to elaborate. “We can’t 
speculate as to the motive,” she 
-said. - ■

Issue no'w rivals 
abortion among

f PIKEVILLE, Ky. - With its 
me.s.sagc on yard signs, book cov- 
ers ond the walls of courthouses 
and public classrooms, a Ten 
Commandments movement is 
pushing forward around the 
nation. 

Li ke anti-ab ortion legislation 

earlier, (he right to display the 
commandments has become a 
high-priority issue for Christian 
groups, says Frank F}inn, on 
adjunct professor of religious 
studios at Washington University 
in St. Louis. 

Proponents argue that the 
framework for America’s sys- 
tem of laws is based on the 10 
rules that the biblical book of 
Exodus says God gave to Mo- 
ses. The rules should be dis- 
played in schools, they say, 
insisting that it is legal' if the 
display is paid for with private 
funds. 

The movement siems.from a 
“heartcry," says Janet Parshall, 
spokeswoman for Family Re- 
search Council, a Christian lobby 
group_ in Washington. D.C., 
~ which has distributed '750,000 
Ten Commandments book cov- 
ers. She says she does not know 
if the shooters at Columbine 
High School in Colorado would 
have been deterred by seeing 
the Ten Commandments, “but 
I’m willing to risk ilie try." 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union disagrees. ' 

In Kentucky, the ACLU filed 
suit Nov. 18 against McCreary 
and Pulaski counties ond the 
Harlan County schools after the 
commandments were publicly 
dIsplayedrThe ACLU cites a 
1980 -U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
that the posting of the command- 
ments in schools amounted to an 
unconstitutional government 
promotion of religion, which is 
forbidden by the' First 
Amendment. The suits are pend- 
ing.

upscale neighborhood of single- 
family homes in a Boston suburb. 

It could someday attract 
crowds of Mormons from .all over 
the Northeast and Canada for 
baptisms, marriages and other 
ceremonies. 

Some neighbors pray that day 
never comes. They say a 
Massachusetts zoning law that 
allowed the temple to be built in 
Belmont violates the First 
Amendment by giving advan- 
tages to religious groups. 

Three residents who want the 
temple demolished - even though 
it is 80 percent complete - are 
'taking their case to a federal" 
appeals court. 

“If an atheist group wanted to 
build the same thing the 
Mormons wanted to, they 
couldn’t do it,” said Mark 'W^te, 
an -attorney for the three resi- 
dents. 

The law ‘in question, knotvn as 
.the.DovctLAmendmenCprQhibits .. 
zoning-restrictions-on-property— 
used, for religious purposes. The 
residents say it -is 'unconstitution- 
al because it discriminates 
against secular groups. 

“In most towns, the zoning reg- 
ulations are pretty strict,” White 
said last week.
